THE A.J.A. AND THE 
DEPUTIES | 


Correspondence on Foreign Affairs 
Committee _ 


The correspondence between officers of the Angio- 
Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies on 
the subject of collaboration in a Foreign Affairs 
Committee was published this week. The letters 
date from July 5, when an official notification from 
the Secretary of the Board (Mr. Brotman) informed 

Secretary of the AJ.A. that the Board had 
refused to renew the agreement upon which the Joint 
Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies and the 
Anglio-Jewish Association was based. 

Suggestions were made for informal talks between 
officers of the two bodies and following one of these 
the Secretary of the Board wrote to Mr. Leonard 
Stein, President of the AJ.A., under date August 16, 
as follows: 

I thought « might be convenien: if | put on révord the 
gist of the proposals that were suggested by the Officers of 
the Board, who met the Officers of the Anglo-Jewish Associe- 
tron on Thersday last, 12th August. The proposals were 

(a) That the Anglo-Jewish Assdciation Should be invited 

to Nominate three representatives as members of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the Board of Deputies. 
(b) That of the membership of the Standing Conwnittee 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee one member should 
be a representative of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

Tt was also indicated that, as far as possible, arrangements 
would be made that the representatives of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association on the Foreign Affairs Committee should be 
thembers of the four special Sub-Committees which the 
Foreign Affairs Committee propose to set up to deal with 
partecular eepects of Jewish Foreign Affairs work. 


Acceptance Not Recommended 


In replying, Mr. Stein, while informing the Secre- 
tary of the ard. that consultations with his col- 
leagues had elicited the view that they did not fee! 
able to recommend acceptance of the proposals, 
pointed out, nevertheless, that the Committee which 
it was.proposed to set up to carry on the work of 
the A.J.A. hitherte conducted by the Joint Forcigen 
Commitice would be instructed “ to seek means of 
close co-operation with the corresponding Com- 


‘mittee of the Board of Depaties.” 


On August 26, the President of the A.J.A. wrote 
to the Secretary of the Board as follows: 

Wheo Mr. Montefiore and | saw Professo: Brodetsks 
yesterday, he expressed disappointment at my omission to 
make counter-proposals in replying, on Augint 22, to your 
letter of August 16 

At the meeting between the Officers of the two bodies 
on August my colleagues and | made clear that 


although an offer of three seats on a Comwnittec of twenty. . 


two (or, if the nght of co-option should be fully exercised, 
twenty-five) could hardly be called generous, we thought 
that, if agreement coukd be reached on other points, the 
negotiations would not be likely to break down on the 
quesuon of numbers. 

On the other hand, we also made it clear that we did nov 
think that the Anglo-Jewish Association woyld be, or ought 
to be. content with the proposal that inx Presxdem should be 
releghted to the position of one of four members of a Standing 
Committee appointed by the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the Board to advise the Chairman. We explained that, if 
the Assbciation—.an experienced and influential body, which 
had a substantia! contribution to make—wa:r to take an 
effective part in the work of the Committee, was, in our 
veew, cssential that its Presnient should not have to rely 
upon miormation at second-hand, but should, as Vice- 
Chairman of the Committee. or. with some sotmalar tas, 
be directly associated with the conduct of business and should, 
m particular, be entitiéed to accompany the Chairman at 
mierviews with members or representatives of the British 
or foreign Governments and on other ~osmen NOCCAMONS. 

It was plainly intimated to us by Profefior Brodetsky 
that proposals on these lines would not command his support 
nor was there, in his Opinion, any prospect of such proposals 
being entertamed by the Board of Deputies. There can have 
been no doubt in the minds of those present on behalf of 


the Board at the meeting on August 12 as to the arrangements 


which might be expected to commend themselves to the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. In répiying to your letter of 
August 16, « did not occur to us that any useful purpose 
would be served by advancing proposals which had been 
rejected tn advance 


Board Executive's Stand 


The letter above crossed with oné of the same 
date {rom the Président of the Board to Mr. Stein, 
in which Prof. Brodetsky mentioned some implica- 
tions of the Board's original proposals and repeated 
that the Executive of the Board still considered 
those proposals were adequate. 

Replying on behalf of the Council of the A.J.A. 
on September 3, Mr. Stein wrote: 

in order that the Association may effectively participate 
in the work to be done im the field of foreign affairs and make 
its full contribution, the Council considers it to be an essentia! 
feature of any such arrangement as has been proposed on 
behalf of the Board of Deputies that a naminee of the 
Association (who would normally but not ssarily bé-its 
President for the time being) should have the status of 
Deputy-Chairman or Vice-Chaitman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, with direct access to all information within the 
scope of the Committee’s functions, and with the right to 


be consulted on all matters requiring a decision. whether’ 


referred to the Standing Committee or not. to accompany 
the Chairman at interviews with members or representatives 
of the British or other Governments or Government depart- 
ments and on other like occasions when representations 
are made or information given in the sphere of foreign 
affairs, and in general to be closely associated with the 
Chairman in the conduct of business. It is assumed that the 
Deputy-Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Committee 
would be a methber of the Standing Committee. 

The Council could not regard as adequate three seats on 
a Committee of twenty-two (or, if the power of co-option 
should be fully exercised, twenty-five), but it shures the 
view expressed in my letter of August 26 that, if agreement 
were reached on the matters to which I have already referred. 
there should be no insuperable difficulty+on the question of 
numbers

THE COMMUNAL SPLIT 
A Suggested Remedy 


From Dr. CECIL ROTH 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn 


Sia,—The quarre? that is taking place in Angio- 
Jewry at. the present grave moment ot 16 
more than unfortunate. Ht is an act of treachery to 
the suffering, dumb Jewish communities of ail 
Europe, whose eves are turned to uws--and. to us 
almost alone—for help to reconstruct their shattered 
lives. For thew sakes, the rift that threatens must 
be healed, 

As one who is completely outside both camps, I 
beg leave to put forward the foilowmg proposutions: 


(i) Mistorically and theoretically, the Board of Deputies 
with its great recerd extending over nearly two centuries, 
is and must remain the proper representative body of the 
Anglo-Jewmh tormmunity 

(ii) Its character has unfortunately been impaired by the 
systern. of election, through which in eflect prospective 
candidates create constituencies, instead of constituencies: 
choosing representatives For this reason, the Angio-Jewmh 
Association is mot withowt fustifcation in queshonmng the 
Roard’s, validity to speak tor -the community at the presen 
time. and can claim thai its own vore should be heard 
This claim however can logically be put forward not by th: 
A.J.A. only, but also by other bodies. . 

(iii) In view of the importance of a unified cxpressiin 
Anglo-Jewish opinion at the time of the Peace Settlement 
a re) micoint Foreign Committee, on « fresh basis, must be 
brought into existence. Tho should include representative: 
not only of the Anglo-Jewish Association bul also of such 
bodies as the Zionist Organisation, the World Jewish 
Congress and the Agudat Israc! ;: the Board of Deputies, of 
course, having the largest representation. Thus the 
dependent approaches to witichall would cease, and owt 
of the present misunderstanding there would emetge 
positive good. 

(iv) This agreement would be durable and solid only + 
it were accompanied by the understanding that an aftemp" 
will be made forthwith to reorganise the Baard of Deputies 
on a proper representative basis ; and by the abandonmen: 
by the Anglo-Jewish Association of any project of re--rganima- 
tion on a competitive basis, with restrictions as to member 
ship which are potentially factitious and may jeopardise the 
legal foundation of its fruitful association with the Jew wh 
Colonisstion Association 

Jewish history will not lightly pardon the leaders of th. 
community on either side if they persist im their presen’ 
course.

Sudden Closing of Child Guidance 
Clinic |

Organisation almost from its inception, and as a 
former supporter of the Ose, 1 should like to know 
on whose authority the East London Chiid Guidance 
Clinic has been closed.

It has therefore become advisable to 
consult the Holy Se and the wisdom of our 
iredijon. What do » ol teach us about Jewish 
communal! life? 
We have to remember what the Bible calls 
“ covenant,” brit, The faithful Jew is never merely 
& separate individual. And further, the Jew living 
in his Jewish fold must not think that he and his 
fellow-Jews are the only partners in the Jewish 
community.

VERY community has its constitutiona! basis, So 

4 has the Jewish, We do not want to rule our fellow 
Jews, nor do we want to be ruled by them. Our 
social behaviour in this respect proves the depth of 
the roots of Judaism. We read in Judges viii, 22-23: 
“ Then the men of Israc!l said unto Gideon, rule 
éver us, both thou, and thy son, and thy son's son 
also: for thon hast delivered us from the hand 
of Midian. And Gideon sai unto them, I will 
not rule over you, neither shall my son rile: over 
you: the Lord shall rule over you.” Here we have 
the Magna Charta of Jewish communal life, The 
social relations between one Jew and another must 
never be those of political Command and obedence. 
We are brothers. And there is no cold political 
relationship between brothers. There ts only one rela- 
nonship between them: love. We are a family. 
There 1 a very good reason for our sayme “ House 
of Israci.”’ 

If no one rules and no one is ruled in our Jewish 
follows that everythmg ts voluntary. 
But how, under these conditions, do we manage to 
be a Community at all? Is not anarchy the conse 
quence of such an absolutely voluntary system? It 
can be that. And it will be that when we forget 
that, although everythmg voluntary in our com- 
murnsty, there: ts One who commands and whose 
commaniments we must obcy. God ms present in 
our community and only by obeying His command- 
ments can we be a community. We shall never be 
successiul in our endeavour to overcome individual- 
istic ‘disintegration and to be a living community 
uniess we keep ingmind that our aim here is a 
religious One, Religious community or no com- 
munity at all, There is no alternate for us Jews. 


Community... il 


W' must not forget that the sentence “ Separate 
not thyself from the community “ also applies 
to the simple duty of going to the Synagogue. What- 
ever clse going to a Synagogue may mean, it ts also 
a social obligation, In our time one would apply 
Hillel's words first of all to the duty of going to the 
Synagogue. We have. of course, a Jewish life outside 
the Synagogue. In those mectings, lectures, social 
gatherings of various kinds, we have an important 
function of Jewish communal ‘life. Nobody can 
onderrate their importance and the many oppor- 
tunities they give to deepen our Jewish life. But this 
outude Jewish life can become spirittaliy un-Jewish 
if all threads leading to the Synagogtic are cut. We 
tend to forget the hierarchy of values in our social 
comnautments we consider #, the Synagogue 
ranks highest. For what is the only true definition of 
a Jewish community? in it the past gencrations 
of Isract survive and form a spiritual union with 
the living ones and.those mot yet born, and to ths 
union belongs God. It is a b'rit, a covenant, which 
is Our Community. We are Israel, Israel is not 
represented by the liv gencration of Jews alone. 
If that is the true definition of the Jewish com- 
munity—-and no one who has read the Bible and our 
post-Bibtical literature can deny that it is--where 1s 
the place in which this union of our past, present, 
and fatare generations can become alive in our soul 
and in -our mind, if not in the Synagoguc? Standing 
before God. this union is mot merely an abstract 
idea, but a reality, consoling our hearts and giving 
us hope. We call a Jewish community Achiva 
kedesha. holy congregation. Where is the place im 
which a holy congregation can become a reality? 
Not in social gathermgs, “however important they 
may bé in several respects, but mm the Synagogue do 
we realise what we should never forget: that Israel, 
the Jewish people, becomes “ holy congregation.

Sir Ralph Wedgewood thanked the Club on behalf 
of his sister-indtaw, himself, and his relations for 
having invited them to that mecting. His brother, 
he said, made himself what he was. He did it by hi 
own resolute driving force, exercised upon himecif. 
by his disregard of the overriding human weakness 
that they all felt——that of the fear of being thought 
ridiculous and unpopular. All those things he felt, 
and it was because he set himself to conquer those 
feelings that he became the man he was. |

Preventing a Recurrence 


The Mayor, Mr. Israci Rokach. told the J.T.A. 
that the Municipatity would take the most rigorous 
measures t© prevent any recurrence of such an 
incident, and it had already been in touch with the 
civil and military asuthoritics, including the 
American military The Municipaliy 
had also asked the American authorities to cancel 
an order by which Tel-Aviv had been declared out 
of bounds for American troops. 

Members of the Tel-Aviv Municipality, at a 
mecting held in camera on Sunday. were told of the 
incident, and the Municipal Council, it is reported, 
unanimously passed a resolution expressme its 
abhorrence at the behaviour of the unknown 
youths, and calle upon all citizens of Tel-Aviv to 
assist the authorities and the Municipality in dis- 
covering the culprits. They expressed the hope that 
no such incident would ever again occur within the 
gates of the city. ' 


DEVELOPMENT OF JERUSALEM 


Plans proposed for the development of Jcrusalem 
were outlhmed by the Deputy Mayor of the city, Mr. 
Daniel Auster, m a lecture given under the auspices 
of the Zionmt Organisation, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. There were two main plans 
for the development of the city, he said. The fir? 
provided tor the uncovering of the Old City wall; 
the second provided for the reservation of an area 
of 750 dunams between Mount Scopus and the 
Mount of Olives as an historic monument. The 
carrying out of the latter plan would necessitaic 
the requisitioning of some land now private 
hands. The epecution of both plans would netessarily 
bring about the clearance of slums and make way 
for a modern and well-planned commercial centre. 
. To pot these plans into effect there would be 
need for a loan of £2.000.000. and the realisation of 
such a loan would depend on the sanction of the 
Palestine Government.

Mr. Ben Gurion said that. the publicity campai 
in the British and American press phophesying -t é 
imminence of civil war in Palestine was apparently 
designed to “ bolster up a policy otherwise lackin 
in any moral, political, or military justification.” 
Traffic. in arms, Mr. Ben Gurion continued, had 
been going on in various parts of the Mi ddle East 
in this war ds in the tast, but “ to represent this state 
of things as a preconceived design of the Jews to 
organise a rising in the midst of war is sheer moon- 
shine, In disturbances which repeated!y occurred 
in the past twenty years, it was not the Jews who 
were the aggressors. They maintained 
under severe provocation. 

On the same question, our Jerusalem corre- 
spondent writes: The Yishuv is generally ignoring 
the tendentious assertion that it is preparing to stage 
truculent outbreaks in order to gain political con- 
sessions.

MAN-HUNTS FOR JEWS 
IN HIDING 


Foliowing the fiquidation of most of the pro- 
vincial ghettoes in Poland, the Nazis have Mere aw 
man-hunts for Jews who have escaped from deporta- 
tron transports and are in hiding, it is revealed in 
a report from the underground movement in Poland 
which has been received through the Polish 
Government. 

“ The mass killing of Jews has diminished latcly 
for the simple reason that there arc only a few Jews 
left.” states the report. “ But the murders‘go on, 
and whenever a Jew who escapes from a ghetto is 
caught, he is immediately cxecuted. 

“ Thirty thousand Jews have been deported to an 
unknown destination from the ghetto of Grodno,” 
the report continues. “ Before this mass deportation 
the Gestapo cxecuted all the members of the Ghetto 
Council and most Jewish intellectuals on the spot. 
The ghettoes of Lwow, Bialystok, Luck, Szydlowicc, 
Wioszozowa, Szezerc, Radomsk, Ujazd. Radzimin. 
Ostrow Mazowiecki, and Sokolow, are already 
liquidated, though a few Jews working for the Nazi 
war machine are. still left in Lwow. A number of 
Jews are trying to save their lives by posing as 
‘ Aryans, but whenever one is caught he is executed 
on the spot.. In the district of. Siedilec alone, 150 
such Jews have been executed. 

“ Poles are severely punished for providing food 
or shelter for Jews. A Polish baker was recently 
executed together with his wife and 16-year-old son 
for selling a bread roll to a Jew. In spite of all 
measures, numbers of Jews are sttl] hiding in the 
forests of Eastern Poland 

“In Lithtania the only remaining ghetto is that 
the report 
adds. ‘“ One hundred truck-loads of Jews arrived 
in Wiine some time ago, but they did not stay there 
for long. They were ali executed in the neighbour- 
hood of Ponar 

* All Jews have been deported or liquidated in 
the Tatra region. Only a few scores are left, dome, 
forced tabour under appalling conditions in the 
quarries of Zakopane : 

In Tarnov. 5,000 Jewish tailors brought from all 
over Poland to work for the Mazis are concentrated. 
They have not been allowed to bring their wives and 

children with them. 


THE TOLL OF OSWIECIM 


More particulars of the plight of Jews in Poland 
have been received by the Polish Government. Fresh 
groups of Jews, the report says, arrive daily at the 
notorious extermination camps at Maidanck trom 
liquidated ghetioes. The. newcomers are murdered 
immediately upon thew arrival 

It has been established that 640,000 pcople have 
perished in the death camp of Oswiecim. The victims 
mclude 83,000 Poles, $20,000 Jews from Poland, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Yugoslavia, and other 
countries, and 26,000 Soviet prisoners of war. Only 
30,000 prisoners are left in Oswiecim.

DEPORTED FRENCH JEWS 
MASSACRED 


Most of the Jews deported from France to the 
districts of Lodz and Pabjanice, in occupied Poland, 
have been executed by the Nazis, according to a 
report. received in Geneva. Those who were left 
alive, it is stated, are working eighteen hours a day 
on construction work and road building 

In addition to forcing Jews from Western 
European countries to labour in the mines of Upper 
Silesia, the Nazis have also segregated some of the 
Jews from. Holland and Belgium in cight isolated 
townships im the Lublin area 

Jewish leaders in. Hungary and in Rumania have 
notified Swiss Jewish organisations that 1,700 Jewish 
children whose. parents have disappeared “ are 
now concentrated in the town of Bochnia in Galicia 


CHILD MURDER 


The Beigian underground newspaper So marite 
has described the foul murder of a Jewish child by 
the Gestapo. “ A Brussels woman who had adopted 
a small Jewish girl some years ago, says the paper, 
“ was ordered to bring the child to the Gestapo head- 
quarters. They were kindly received but the child 
was taken away on the pretext that the Gestapo 
wished to question her alone. Eventually the woman 
was told she might keép the child, who. seemed 
delighted with the visit. The Germans had given her 
oranges and chocolates. They had also given her an 
injection. The child died the next morning.” 


JEW THRASHES JEW-BAITERS 


A stateless Jewish refugee was attacked by three 
young. men in a Stockhoim restaurant. . He defended 
himself vizorously and knocked two of them down. 
whercupon they.all retired. He was again att: acked, 
however, outside the restaurant. The assailants were 
arrested by the police. Ht transpired that one of 
them. Lindholm, was the National Socialist who had 
previously distributed the party organ Den Svenske 
at Stureplan. The men were charged with provoca- 
tive behaviour.

DETROIT RACE RIOTS 
A Cloak for Jew-Baiting 


The Detroit racial riots, which took place some 


weeks ago, are gencrally believed by the public to 
have been a clash between white people and negrocs, 
with the police displaying some bias in favour of the 


whites. It has, however, been revealed by Trenp or 
Events, a New York Jewish newsletter, that Jews 
were also involved, albeit involuntarily, and 
although they took no actual part in the fighting, 
they were, nevertheless, the chief victims of the riots, 
at any rate. 

Hastings formerly Detroit's Jewish centre, 
has become in recent years the centre of the negro 
district, With the coming of the negroes, the Jews 
moved their homes to other residential districts, but 
their shops remained at the old addresses. 

a per cent of these shops were looted and 
demolished during the riots, with an estimated aggre- 

4. loss to the Jewish owners of nearly $2,000,000. 

is alleged that this pogrom was well-planned and 
carried out. The Mayor and Chicf 
of Police, when asked by the owners of the plundered 
businesses for protection, replied that they were 
powerless to. help 

That cleverly planned anti-Jewish agitation, aimed 
at inciting negro dissatistaction and irritation against 
the Jews, preceded the riots, is clear from the state- 
ment made by Louis Martin, editor of the MichiGan 
CHRONICLE, a negro publication. He revealed that 
not long ago 4 negro agent, previously connected 
with the America First Committee (a pro-Fascist 
body) had approached him and proposed a scheme 
by which Detron negroes would be Jured into helping 
in the organisation of a general anti-Semitic and 
anti-Labour programmc modelled on Nazi lines. 

Detroit, where the Dearsorn INDEPENDENT used 
to. flourish, is undoubtedly one of the focal points 
of anti-Jewish feeling in America. The headquarters 
of Charles E. Coughlin and Gerald L. K. Smith, it 
has nursed the Ku-Klux-K lan, the Black ! egion, and 
their deceptively named successors.

Congressman John FE. Rankim, a notorious Jew- 
batter, has caused to be imserted in the Con- 
GRESSIONAL RecoRD (the American Hansard) the

Enefectic steps to stop the publication of the 
clandestine: Polish -reactionaty and anti-Semitic 
newspaper Watka have been taken by the Polish 
authorities in London followiee a Polish Cabinet 
meeting at which the qucstion of WALKA and the 
enormous harm it was doing to the Polish cause 
was discussed. The Premier, M. Mikolajczyk, and 
Prof,Kot urged that strong measures be taken, 
put a stop to this obnoxious pubhcation 

The latest issue of WaLka had a much bieger circu- 
Jation than any of the previous issues; Not only 
did it circulate among Polish soldiers in this country 
but it has also reached Polish forces in the Middle 


ast 

The effect’ Watka has on the moral of the Polish 
soldier is, as 4s admitted by many democratic Poles, 
most undesirable: Polish soldiers, whom 
authorities are ankious to keep away. from 
political strife; are appealed to by the paper 
io take part in party politics. The result has often 
been bitter and heated arguments, sometimes leading 
io blows, Watka’S one aim is to cause disaffection 
in the army, $0 as to permit the. greatesi infiltration 
of Endek propaganda. 

One reason for this is that the Endeks of ihe 
Biclecki group are now out of the Government. They 
would like to assume nower, and they believe that 
their only means of doing so ts to stir up trouble in 
the army in the hope that they will be asked to join 
the Government or perhaps take over altogether. 

One immediate effect of the increased circulation 
of the Watka has been an increase of friction 


‘between Christian and Jewish soldiers in spite of 


the efforts of Polish military authorities, who are 
fully aware of the danger and are most anxious to 
stop it spreading.

The Closing Session 


The closing session of the conference on Thursday 
evening was enlivened by the discussions taking a 
mote democratic turn than had previously been the 
case. The Chairman, Judge Louis —Levinthal, 
admitted that there was some justification for the 
grumbling and restlessness of some delegates over 
their lack of opportunity to be heard... Incidentally, a 
precedent was set by the attendance of all the S00 
eoen delegates, whose remarkable ovation for Mr. 

enry Monsky, initiator of the conference, brought 
tears to the eyes of the B'nai Brith leader. 

The conference was also unique for its guests, who 
constituted an array of intellectual, spiritual, and 
communal leaders of every persuasion. A deep im- 

ression was made by the earnest, sensible, and 
a 8 young native-born delegates, speaking in the 
dialects of the various districts of the United States. 
Some appeared to be making their first contact with 
their brethren who had an ald-world background, 
and were obviously unaccustomed to the great emo- 
tional outpourings of the latter. But their own 
hearts and minds responded compassionately to the 
call_of the Jewish catastrophe. 

The resolutions on post-war politica! status: the 
transition from war to peace; relief; rehabiliiation :

Moving Tribute to Ghetto Martyrs 


A message to the martyred Jews in Europe reads 
in part, “ your heroic resistance in the ghettoes in 
the face of certain death has been. a sanctification 
of the name of God and of Isracl. May we. also 
prove ourselves worthy of the example of fartitude 
and dignity you have given the world, The spirit 
of the heroes of the ghettodes ts a symbol! of the 
unconquerable will of a people. which shall survive 
Hitler and his accomplices in evil: We solemnly 
pledge all that ts possible to save those who can sill 
be saved. Netzach Yisrael Lo Y eshakker.” 

A kindred message of sympathy was sent to the 
Yishuv. in Palestine, reading in part, 
watched with admiration the magnificent courage 
displayed by the Jewish community of Palestine m 
peace and in war. We take pride in your sotable 
contribution to the war effort of the United Nations ; 
in the sacrifices of tens of thousands of its Youth 
who are soldiers of the Jewish people and whose 
deeds of valour on the battiefield have been a source 
of constant inspiration to Jews the world over. By 
your undying cflorts, Palestine has been converted 
mto a bastion of democtacy, serving the cause of 
freedom in war, and holding a promise for even 
greater service in peace. 

Ano intermm Committee was set up of 55 members, 
headed by three co-Chairmen. resolution was 
passed authorising the Interim Committee.to co- 
operate with existing relief agencies in its efforts 
on behalf of European Jewry and to make repre- 
seniations on this subject to Government bodies. 
The Commitice was enjoined to call another plenary 
session of the eonference not later than after twelve 
months, and +f earlier.

Indeed, any intelligent 
study and appraisal of its position and possibilities clearly 
reveals that this is the only practical form which a body 
seeking to represent the Jews of this country can take, if 
it is to work at all. Now, suddenly, into this loosely con- 
structed, largely powerless consultative body, which must 
depend entirely for its effectivenéss upon general mutual 
goodwill and a desire all round to co-operate in a friendly

Let them ask themselves 
whether this fateful hour for Jews is the time for disrupting 
the community and plunging it «into impotent chaos; 
whether they do, in very deed, wish to be governed by a

TEHERAN CHILDREN : NO REDRESS 


THere will be widespread regret and profound disappoint- 
ment at Dayan Abramsky’s statement that no progress has been 
made towards the rectification of the scandal of the non- 
religious upbringing of the refugee Jewish children brought 
from Teheran and elsewhere to Palestine. An assurance, he 
says, had been received that the aims of those who prétested 
could be achieved by negotiation, but their deep-rooted desire 
for peace has proved only a policy of appeasement spelling 
futility and failure. The rigidity of the Jewish Agency in this 


Serious matter is puzzling and disquieting to great numbers of 


earnest Jews. They do not understand why, at a critical 
moment like the present, when all parties in Zionism should be 
standing shoulder to shoulder to meet present difficulties and 
future threats, this religious quarrel should be foisted on Jewries 
~outraging the feelings of religious Jews in Palestine as well as 
of many Jews in other countries. Their astonishment is not 
lessened when~they remember, at the same time, how far the 
secularisation of the Jewish schools in Palestine has already 
gone and to what extent the life-line with Jewish tradition has 
thereby been severed. “No one who believes that Israel, the 


Torah, and the Holy Land are not mere subjects for party pro- 


grammes dare remain silent when fatherless Jewish refugee 
children are handed over te non-religious influences in the Holy 
Land.” These words of the learned Dayan will find many echoes 
im Jewish minds which grasp the fact that Zion. without 
Judaism does not make sense——neither does it, looking at the 
matter from the lowest level of political expediency, help the 
establishment of a Jewish National Home. They will strongly 
endorse Dayan Abramsky's request to the Jewish Agency to 
amend the wrong that was committed and to undertake that the 
heinous and grievous offence against innocent Jewish children 
shall never be repeated. If the appeal to higher considerations 
carries no weight, surely the feelings of that vast majority of 
Jews that really cares for any Jewrsh future should outbalance 
the paftisan amour propre of one or two fanatical atheists “in 
Zionist offices. : 


JEWS IN SMALL PARCELS 


Hoipinc the view that the Jew's political security ts depen- 
dent on his economic assimilation, Dr. Aaron Syngalowski, the 
well-known European social worker, has unfolded to a Con- 
ference of Swiss Jews a plan for what is described as the “ pro- 
nortional distribution, after the war, of all the Jews in Europe 
among all branches of national economy in various countries.” 
Puropean Jewry, 1 appears, ts to be redistributed in various 
countries on a basis of so many Jews to each avocation. What 
is the proportion to be? More difficult still, who ts to guarantee 
thai the proportion to be hit wpon will find acceptance, or that, 


once the process of “ proportionalising “ the Jewish quota ts 


begun, interested parties will not clamour for more until the 
Jewish ciement is whittled down to zero? The process, in Con- 
tinental Universities, known as ‘the numerus clausus, never 
placated the hostile students, who always proceeded to clamour 
for a numerus nullus. But far. the most serious aspect of the 
suggestion is that Jews, alone of all peoples, would be branded 
by. it as second-rate citizens to be admitted only in. small parcels 
to the common benefits of national economies——for all the » 
like a drug which must on no account be swallowed except 
in minute quantities, and even then only in accordance with 
measurements prescribed by the doctor, And this, we are 
solemnly assured, is the way to consolidate Jewish political 
security! There may be a casé€ for voluntary redistribution of 
Jews, in their own interests, the various callings—-auto-dis- 
tribution-—but even here there ts the gravest doubt whether it 
would not only incite differentiation and the inferiority feeling 


_which provokes Jew-baiting. In the long run the best and quickest 


method is to give Jews a country of their own where they can 
live among themselves, free from and forgetting all this night- 
mare of “ difference,” in fact lead a normal, healthy, national 
life. 


FAIR PLAY FINDS A VOICE 


“Jr criminal offences by non-Jews had the same ratio to the 
population as the offences by Jews had to the Jewish Com- 
munity, crime in. the city would be reduced by SO per cent.” 
This declaration conies not from some ardent sympathiser, 
or from some unofficial enthusiast for truth, but from the Chief 
Constable of Sheffield, Mr. G. S. Lowe. Jews were in the past 
regarded as a law-abiding community, and this reputation per- 
sisted until the advent of the black market and the attempt 
of its big-shots to focus the unwanted limelight away from 
themselves and on to the Jews. Mr. Joseph Newman, J.P.. who 
spoke at the same meeting as that at which the Chief Constable 
made his remarks, pointed out, correctly, that, having carefully 
checked reports in the trade and general press, he had found 
that a certain number of Jews were offenders, but that there 
was also a very considerable number of non-Jew offenders, 
whose offences had constantly been far more serious. In any 
case he emphatically denied the allegation that the number of 
Jews in the black market was large disproportionately to the 
number of Jews in this country. A terrible wrong has been 
done to the Jewish Community in this matter, a wrong stupidly 
and cruelly aggravated by the eagerness of some of our foolish 
Jewish spokesmen to stand in the white sheet, in the hope that 


that way lay peace. They should leave such Jew-baiting to its 
accepted exponents.

“ If criminal offences by non-Jews had the same 
ratio to the lation as the offences by Jews had 
towhe Jewish community, crime in the city would 
be reduced by 5O per cent.”

Lowe, the Chief Constable of 
Sheffield, when he moved a vote of thanks to Mr.

Speaking about black markets, Mr. Newman said 
they flourished to a most amazi og extent in Germany 
and Italy. Yet a certain type of individual held the 
view that Jews were the only black market offende:s 
He had carefully checked reports in the trade press 
and the ordinary press, and had found that a certain 
number of Jews were offenders, but there was also 
a very considerable number of non-Jew offenders — 
and im the latter cases the offencé had constantly 
been far more 

It had been said by those who pretend to know 
that the number of Jewish offenders in the black 
market was out of all proportion to the number of 
Jews. He totally denied this allegation.

OBITUARY 
JUDGE JULIAN MACK 


One of the most prominent figures in American 
Jewry, Judge Julian William Mack, died in New 
York on Monday, aged 77. 

Judge Mack was born in San Francisco and was 
educated at Harvard, and Berlin. He was 
appointed Professor of Law at the Northwestern 
University in 1895, and later at the University of 
Chicago. He was first elected 4 circuit judge in 


1903. 

The communal organisations in which 
Judge Mack held bigh office included the Jewish 
Institute of Religion, the Alexander Kohut Memorial 
Foundation, the American Jewish Congress and 
World Jewish Congress, American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Y.M.H.A. and Y W.H.A., and the National 
Conference of Jewish Charities. 

The late Judge was a leading figure in the Zionist 
movement of America. From 1918 to 192! he was. 
President of the Zionist Organisation of America. 
He was a member of the Board of Governors of the 
Hebrew University, Jerusalem, and was Hon. Chair- 
man of the American Representatives on the Jewish 


Agency. 


PROFESSOR ISMAR ELBOGEN 


A Correspondent writes - 

News has been received in London of the death in New 
York at the beginning of last month Of Professor lemar 
Elbogen, one of the last survivors of the great age of the 
Jédische Wissenschaft. Born at Schildberg. near Posen, 
in 1874, Elbo = spent some years in Italy as Lecturer at 
the Cofiegio Rabbincio Itelano im Florence, and then re- 
turned to Germany as Professor at the Hochschule fiir dic 
Wissenschaft des Judenthums in Bertin. Here he did his 
most important work—he series of studies on the history 
of the Jewish Liturgy, with which his name will always be 
especially associated: hrs work on the Gaeonic Age; his 
Editorship of the great collaborative historical work, 
“Germania Judaica.” of various sections of the “Encycio- 
pacdia Judaica,” and of the famous “Monatechrift fir dic 
Wissenschaft des Judenthums” ; and bis admirable History 
of the Jews in Germany, produced in order to meet the newly- 
aroused historical curiosity of German Jewry after the rise 
of Nazism. He was familar in England through his associ- 
tion with the World Union for Progressive Judaism, and in 
America where he was &t one time Visiting Lecturer at the 
Jewish lastitute of Religion, and his command of English 
was extremely good. He braved out life in Nazi (sermany 
as long as he could but ultimately conditions competied 
him to emigrate to America, where he was given @ joint 
Researth Professorship by a number of the foremost imst:- 
tutes of Jewish learning acting im collaboration. He will be 
remembered not only for his screntifc work but also for his 
power of inspiring bis pupils’ real affection and his genus 
for friendship. His passing will be mourned in every land 
where the achievements of the Jewish spirtt are esteerncd. 


MR. LEO J. LYONS (Boston, U.S.A.), aged, 79, 


was a member of the staff of the Bosrow GtLope for 
SO years, from 1905 until 1920 was editor and one 
of the owners of the Boston JewrsH’ ADVOCATE. 
and was a well-known communal teader, bdDeing 
President of the Amos Lodge of the B nai B'rith. 
and, for 35 years, Secretary of Temple Israel im 
Boston 


M. GERSHENSON was killed

MR. BENJAMIN LEVITUS (New York), aged 
52, was a member of the editorial staff of the Jewisn 
Datcy Forwarp since 1916.

He was on the execu- 
tive committee of the Jewish Writers’ union and 
Treasurer of the Workmen's Circle. 


MR. LEON MOISEIFF (New York), aged 70, 
was famous in America as a bridge builder. He 
designed the Manhattan and Queensboro bridges 
over the East River, New York, and was consulting 


engineer for the Delaware River bridge. Under the 
pseudonym of “ Leonteff,” he published critical 
studies On literature and drama in Yiddish 
periodicals. 


MR. ALFRED POLIKOFF (London) was 
managing director of the wholesale clothiers, 
Polikoffl, Lid., and Alfred Polikoff (Wales), Lid 
He first started a clothing business in Hackney 43 
years ago. 


LEIZER WOLF (Uzbekistan), the well-known 
Vilno Yiddish poet, whose real name was Wolf 
Mekler. was one of the group of brilliant Yiddish 
poets who called themselves “ Young Vilno Group." 
When the Germans invaded Poland in 1939, Leizer 
Wolf fled from Viino to Bialystok, and afterwards 
went to Minsk and Moscow, where he gave readings 
from his poems. During the last three years he > 
wrote a number of satirical anti-Nazi poems which 
attracted a good deal of attention. 


MR DAVID YUDELEVITZ (Rishon-le-Zion), 


_aged 80, went from Rumania in 1882 to Palestine. 


where he was one of the founders of the colony ® 
Zichron Yaacay. He helped to found the first co- 
operative of Jewish almond planters, “ Carmel 
Mizrachi,” at the beginning of the century. Mr. 
Yudelevitz co-operated with the group which pre- 
pared the formation of the Jewish Legion and was 
closely associated with Viadimir Jabotinsky and 
Joseph Trumpeldor. He was a contributor to many 
Hebrew journals and was editor of the first children’s 
magazine in Hebrew.

Hither used i mside Ger- 
many With success, and is endeavouring to use it in other 
countries for the purpose of dividimg political unity in the 
war effort. Alarmed by the growth of this menace, non- 
Jewish organisations have begun to campaign for legislation. 
The Nationa! Counci! for Civil Liberties. the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, and many other organisations 
representing in total several millien people have asked for 
legislation, and this week the Trades Union Congress will 
Gebate this question. It is clear that the fight against anti- 
Semitism it an essential part of the war effort, and if the 
war m% not won, the Jews as a people will be, quite literally, 
exterminated » 

The Board will have to face up to its responsibility in this 
matter. for if the Jews themacives do not ask for legislation, 
it is unlikely that the law will ever be altered in this respect. 

if the war is won and anti-Semitism is not made a criminal 
offence, the danger will still be acute. Zionists may well 
ask themselves whet contessions they could hope to obtain 
from an anti-Semitic Britaim.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The President of the Board of Education, in the 
course of a récent statement, urged that all young 
women who normally contemplated taking up 
teaching should receive every encouragement not to 
let thems¢ives be diverted from this purpose in the 
belief that some other form of service was perhaps 
more immediately necessary. The reference was 
primarily to those who would enter upon a period 
of training for the profession. The Board wish to 
make it clear, however, that this applies ily to 
young women who enter the schools as Uncertifi- 
cated Teachers without (and usually for a limited 
period before) undergoing a course of training. In 
view of the prevailing and increasing shortage of 
teachers, it is stated, the not inconsiderable contri- 
bution to teaching power of the uncertificated 
teacher cannot be spared. | 

Young women who intend to be trained as teachers, and 
who afte qualified for admission to a Training Collcec forth- 
with, should eeck such admission rather than apply for podis 
as wnoertificated teachers. There afte. however, tome who 
are not in a position to enter a Training College until after 
a period of service as uncertificated teachers, and in presen 
circumstances the services of such women as uncertificated 
teachers afc particularly valuable 

Arrangements have been made between the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service and the Board as regards 
women reaching the agc of 19 between January 1, 1943. and . 
Jane 1944 (hose who reagistered on Ione 5, August 7, 
and Aweuet 21). Those who at the date of registering held 
appointments as uncertificated teachers will be allowed to 
continue their work as teachers and will not be directed ‘to 
Other formu of National Service. Women in whose case a 
final decision has not yet been taken by the Ministry of 
Labour, who can show that at the time of registration H was 
their imeention to enter the teaching profession in the 
autumn of 19435, and who are qualified for recognition by the 
Board as uncertificated teachers. will be allowed to take up 
appointments as uncertificated teachers before October |.
